WASHINGTON, December 14.—[{Special.]— 
Everybody is talking Springer here today. 

The impression is gaining ground that Will- 
fam M. Springer, of Illinois, is going to be 
chairman of the ways and means committee. 

This is not settled, bat it is notat all im- 
probable. Still, Speaker Crisp is saying noth- 
ing, and perhaps does not know. himself yet 
just what he will do. 

Springer is the most prominent northern 
democrat in the house, and northern demo- 
crats everywhere are crying fora fair division 


of the committees. 


Mills in the Sulks. 

Mr. Mills has been sulking in his tent since 
the speakership contest was decided. He has 
done €@verything possible since the contest to 
embarrass the speaker. 

He began in the caucus by peremptorily re- 
fusing to offer a motion to make Judge Crisp’s 
nomination unanimous, although he was 
begged to do so by his chief lieutenant, Judge 
Culberson, of Texas. He contitiuéd in the 
house by declining to serve upon the commit- 
tee to wait upon the president. He then an- 
nounéed to his friends that he would not ac- 
cept the chairmanship of the committee on 
Ways and means, unless he was allowed to 
name every other member of the committee to 
suit himself. He took alback seat when his name 
was called in the selection of seats, though he 
could have gotten a good one. Indeed his 
action throughout has been childish in the ex- 
treme. . 4 
Should Speaker Crisp appoint him to his old 
place ay@allow him to name his own commit- 
tee, Mr."Mills would have it in his hands to di- 
rect the business of the house, and would be 
master of the situation. : 

Again, if he was chairman of the ways and 
means conimittee he would naturally be on 
thecommittee on rules. That committee is 
composed of ‘the speaker and two democrats 
and two republicans. Without the support of 
both democrats, the speaker wonld_be help- 
Jess. Mr. Mills would, therefore, be master of 
the situation, and the speaker would ge some- 
what of a mere figurehead. 

Mills’s Idea Stated. 

Itis aquestion of party policy. Mr. Mills 
wants the tariff the issue and the only issue. 
He insists that the first duty of the party is to 
piace itself upon record against the McKinley 
bij] as a whole, and ip favor of another {dll and 
He would frame another 
Mills’ bill, pass 1t through the house, and 
let it die in the senate, which would end 
in doing nothing, and then goto the country 
on the issues thus made. 

Speaker Crisp’s objection to this plan is that 
it would endin nothing. By it the country 
would get no relief. The party would gain 
nothing by it, and might become seriously 
involved in framing an entirely new measure, 
designe: to please everybody. Furthermore, 
the business of the country would 
be disturbed by such a _ course, and 
such distarbance might imperil the success 
of the national ticket. Speaker Crisp’s idea 
of the true policy is tris: Introduce and pass 
one short, compact bill or several brief meas- 
ures, of whose meaning there can be no doubt; 
strike at the root of the question by putting 
wool, salt, binding-twine, iron ties, bagging 
anda few other articles on the free list; put 
the articles designated as raw material on the 
free list; leave no room for misapprehension. 
Such a measure could be framed ina few 
weeks. 

The debate would be short, and it would pass 
the house by an overwhelming vote. With 
such @ measure the chanoes are the north- 
western republican senators would’ accept it, 
and it would go to the president. He might 
sign it. Such would testify to the strength of 
the democratic position. A veto would simply 
Cause several northwestern states to drop into 
the democratic column. 

Mr. Crisp for the Good of the Party. 

In brief this is the difference between Crisp 
and Mills. Had.Mr. Mills shown a disposition 
& yield tothe judgment of the majority, he 
would have certainly received an offer of his 
old place. Personally Speaker Crisp has been 
desirous of appointing him. His failure to do 
60, if he does not, will bring down re- 
proaches upon him, but it will not 
take long for the wisdom of 
his action to be appreciated. Judge Crisp is 
Utterly unselfish, and has followed Mills’s 
lead in the past and would delight in honor- 
ing him now, but he appreciates his responsi- 
bility to the democratic party. That consider- 
Stion outweighs all others. These are the 
chief reasons that will actuate Speaker Crisp 
should he appoint Mr. Springer. 

A Northern Man Should Lead. 

But there are others. Should Mills be chair- 
man, and then go to the senate in place of 
Senator Chilton, the leader on the floor of the 
house, and, perhaps, policy, would have to 
be changed on the eve of the national conyen- 
tion and the national election, with an effect 
Which wouldfperhaps be demoralizing. Again, 
it is deemed desirabie that a nerthern demo- 
Crat be the leader on the floor, with a southern

A Bill Introduced in the Senate to send the 
Chinese to Their Own Country. 


WASHINGTON, December 14.—Among the 
bills introduced in the senate and relerred 
were the patowng : 

By Mr. Squires—For the monument to General 

U. 5. Grant in the city of Washington. 
* By Mr. Feiton of California—A_ bil] amending 
the Chinese exclusion act so as to require Chinese 
removed from the United States to be sent to 
China, instead of the country from whence they 
came. It is provided further that the burden shall 
be on any Chinese laborer or person who shal! 
claim the right to remain in the United States to 
establish such right. 

By Mr. Harris—To repeal all laws discriminating 
against the circulation of state banks, 

By Mr. Mitchell—To prohibit absolutely the 
coming of Chinese into the United States, whether 
they are Chinese subjects or otherwise. 

Mr. Aldrich moved an amendment to the rule 
regulating admission tothe floor of the senate. 
The amendment was adopted. The principal

 4& Model Country Home, 

Mr. Adair’s home was about three miles 
from this place, on the road to Douglasville. 
It is just across the Douglas’ county line. It 
is apartof old Judge Bowden’s homestead, 
having come to Mr. Adair through marriage 
witn one of the old judge’s daughters. 

Several months ago he secured & 
contract for building a half-dozen 
cottages for a man named Constantine. The 
lumber for the building came from Anniston, 
and was placed near the cottage. One day 
last week Adair discovered that some one had 
been stealing from the lumber pile, and began 
an investigation. Saturday evening he began, 
through the information he had acquired, to 
suspect a negro named Henry Daniels, whose 
home was just across the road, but it was 
only a suspicion. 

The Thief Located. 

Early Sunday morning Mr. Adair left his 
home, and walked across the road, then intoa 
grove he went, approaching Daniels’s home 
from the rear. In the backyard Mr. Adair 
saw Daniels’s wife chopping his missing lum- 
ber with a hatchet. He knew the negro wo- 
man well, and, going close to the fence, asked: 

‘Where did vou get that pine plank ?” 

“The old man brought it home last week,” 
was the answer.

With Mr. Abbott and Mr. Moody 
Mr. Adair entered his home with happy antici- 
pations of a pleasant day with his neighbors. 

A half hour later one of Mr. Adair’s children 
entered the house, saying: 

'*Papa,Henry Daniels is outside the gate and 
wants to talk to you.”’ 

The Fatal Meeting. 

Mr. Adair walked into the front yard and 
outside the gate. Just as he reached the out- 
side Daniels said: 

‘T understand, Mr. Adair, you want to see 
me.’” » 

‘*Yes, Henry,” said Mr. Adair, “I want to 
talk to you about that lumber you have—” 

“If you say that I stole any lumber—,’’ be- 
gan the negro. 

‘But,’ said Mr. Adair, interrupting him, ‘I 
did not say you stole it, but I just want to 
know how you got that lumber. It came 
from my buildings.” 

“You are a G—d d—n liar,” cried the negro 
advancing towards Mr. Adair. Mr. Adair 
walked back into his yard and closed the gate. 
The negro stood outside cursing him 
roundly and _ loudly. So loud was 
histone that Mr. Moody and Mr. Abbott in- 
side were attracted byit. They came out 
upon the porch, and as they appeared Daniels 
became more and more abusive. His lan- 
guage, already extremely offensive, became 
more objectionabie, and Mr. Adair opened his 
gate to walk out. Allthe time he was cool 
and calm, but as he passed out of the yard he 
raised his hand and, pointing towards Dan- 
iels, said; 

‘‘Henry, you must leave,” 

‘‘Leave h—l!"’ yelled the negro.

Then at the same instant he jerked a club 
from underhis coat and, springing at Mr. 
Adair, began beating him. Once, twice the 
stick came down over the man’s head. With 
the first blow Mr. Adair began sinking, and 
when the club struck him the second time, he 
sank to the earth with a heavy groan. 

The instant the negro began pounding Mr. 
Adair, the gentlemen on the porch rushed to 
his assistance. but by the time they reached 
the spot Mr. Adair was on the ground, and the 
negro was walking away with his murderous 
cudgel over his shoulden Mr. Moody went 
direct to Mr. Adair and lifting him up, started 
to help him into the house. As he was lifted 
from the ground he said: 

‘*‘That’s my death blow.”

Mr. Moody had been half carrying, half 
leading Mr. Adairtoa bed. Upon that bed 
the wounded man dropped unconscious and 
bloody. A groan deep and long escaped his 
lips and then his body became motionless. 
His pulse seemed to cease and his heart ap- 
peared to quit beating. Mr. Moody realized 
that his friend was in a critical, if not dying, 
condition,and calling Mr.Abbott,asked him to 
hurry for a physician. This took Mr. Abbott 
from the negro he was trying to induce to sur- 
render, and in a second almost he was astride 
a horse hurrying to Sait Springs for Dr. Gar- 
rett. As Mr, Abbot dashed away for Dr, Gar- 
rett, a messenger was sent in another direction 
for Dr. Mediock. Dr. Medlock was near Jus- 
tice James's home, and as he hurried to Mr. 
Adair’s bedside, Judge James quickly 
followed to see his injured friend. Dr. Med- 
lock reached the wounded man first, and in an 
instant discovered that his injuries were fatal. 
A minute or two after he arrived, Judge 
James came in from one way and Dr. Garrett 
from the other, The two doctors staid by the 
bedside a second, each feeling a pulse, when 
one said: 

‘‘He is badly hurt.”

The Arrest of the Murderer. 


Immediately after Judge James reached 
Mr. Adair’s home, he deputized Mr. Moody 
and Dr. Medlock to arrest the negro. Neither 
gentleman was armed, but withthe authority 
given them by Judge James, they crossed the 
road to the negro’shome. Asthey approached 
the fence, Daniels, who was sitting on the 
steps, arose, asking: 

“Is he dead ?” 

“No, he is not, Henry, but we want you,” 

“Well, you won’t get me. I ain’t going to 
give up, and I ain’t going to run, either.” 

The two gentlemen continued to advance; 
Just as they reached the door Daniels arose, 
and, wheeling around, jerked a long rifle from 
the corner. As he grabbed the gun, Mr. 
Moody leaped forward, and, as the gun came 
down, caught itfon his arm. The blow wasa 
hard one, and shattered the bone in Mr. 
Moody’s arm. As Mr. Moody caught the gun 
on his arm, Dr. Medlock, who had picked up a 
carvipg knife from a table, sprang at Daniels, 
and ing the sharp-edged steel against the 
negro’s throat, exclaimed: 

**Move, and I[’1l kill you.” 

The keen blade drew the blood, and Dan? 
iels, relaxing his grasp upon the gun, threw 
both handsin the air. Then he was securely 
tied with a rope and led to Mr. Adair’s home. 


The Prisoner's Escape.

Dead or alive, he cannot be found. Just 
where he went no one knows, neither does any 
one know how he went. A half hour after 
the negro was taken from the courthouse it 
was currently reported that he had jumped 
from the wagon, and notwithstanding the 
ropes around his arms and body, had made 
good his escape, and that, too, without a pistol 
ball being fired after him. 

Outside of those who are presumed to know, 
everybody believes most positively that 
Daniels has gone to his happy hunting ground, 
and that he is now chasing !umber piles in a 
hotter region than that about Austell, even 
if he was handled by Judge Lynch. Tomorrow 
may produce a tree with a negro’s body hanging 
from a limb.

THIRTY LIVES LOST. 


Wreck of the British Ship Enterkin, in the 
Channel Yesterday. 

Lonpon, December 14.—The most serious of

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MISS BRUCE'S LOVER. 


Did He Commit the Terrible Crime at 
the Packwood House? 
TELL-TALE POOTPRINTS IN THE SAND 


That May Yet Lead to the Discovery 
of the Fiend, 


BLOOD SCOOPED UP IN BUCKETSFUL 


When the Po eighbors Were Cleaning Up 


ouse—Bloodhounds Are 
Now On the Trail. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., December 14.—[Spe- 
cial.J—The details of the tragedy near New 
Smyrna. ate coming in slowly, telegraphic 
communication not having been established 
until this morning. ; 

Packwood left home Friday morning for 
Maitland to be gone two days. Mrs. L. D. 
Hatch, a neighbor and a dear friend of Miss 
Bruce, came to spend the day and night with 
her during Packwood’s absence. L.‘D. Hatch 
is a carpenter and orange grower and has lived 
near New Smyrna for the past fifteen years. 
Both he and his wife came from. Maine. Miss 
Angeline Bruce was a daughter of Hamilton 
Bruce, of New York city. 

Irwin Jenkins was the first to discover the 
crime. He is the negro whocalis at Pack- 
wood’s house every Saturday to do errands and 
light jobs. At9 o’clock in the forenoon he 
knocked at the door and got no answer. He 
saw the window smashed in and then called to 
neighbors, who made an investigation, and 
notified the sheriff and coroner. No positive 
clue as to the murderer has as yet been found. 
Several footprints were found in the sand 
under the window. Some were made bya No. 
7 or8 boot, with box-toe, the weaft on the 
outside of the heel being much deeper than on 
the inside, which would indicate that the wearer 
was bow-legged. 

Was It Miss Bruce’s Lover? 

It was first thought that the crime was the 
work of tramps, but this suspicion was subse- 
quently dispelled by finding a trail leading 
around the yard to the north and then through 
the hammock south to the road country. 
Packwood has‘hig suspicions of somebody, but 
refuses to disolose them until the proper time 
arrives: There are tumors of a discarded 
lover who had sworn vengeance, and that 
robbery was not the object of the crime, but 
that it was rape and murder. The murder of 
Mrs. Hatch and two children was undoubted! 
to destroy evidence of the assault upon an 
killing of Miss Bruce. 

The revolver and shotgun were the prop- 
erty of Packwood, and either Miss Bruce or 
Mrs. Hatch had undoubtedly used them in 
self-defense. The negro, Jenkins, has been 
arrested, but nobody believes that he knows 
anything of the crime. Two hundred armed 
men, with bloodhounds, on horseback and 
afoot, are scouring the country. 

The Story of the Killing. 
One of the first men to reach the scene after 


the alarm had’ been given telts-tirlé Story of the 


crime: 
‘‘When we reached the house we all crowded 


around the broken window and peeredin. Be- 
fore our eyes was an appaling spectacle. On 
her back by a window, in a pool of blood, Mrs. 
Hatch lay, with a bullet wound on the inside 
corner of her left eye. Her face was blackened 
with powder. The other bodies lay near her. 
When the crash came she had evidently been 
near the window. When the murderer en- 
tered, her little son, frenzied with fright, had 
probably fled, as a child would, and had sought 
refuge in the bedclothes of the bed lounge at 
the other end of the room. 

He was torn from these, shot over the left 
eye, and his throat cut in three places. His 
head was almost severed from his body. The 
bedclothes were stained crimson. While the 
murderer was entering the window Miss Bruce 
had apparently secured an. old Smith & Wes- 
son pistol, which was handy, and fired at him. 
The ball took effect in the window frame, 
The murderer, heedless of this onslaught, con- 
tinued his terrible work. 

Miss Bruce’s Fight for Life. 


By this time Miss Bruce had gone to the 
closet and secured a double-barreled shotgun. 
She leveled it at the murderer as he ap- 
proached, but unfortunately both hammers 
snapped on shells that had been exploded 
many days before, He overpowered her and 
accomplished his devilish purpose, probably 
after killing her little nephew. After this 
part of the tragedy the murderer shot her 
through the right cheek, the ball crashing 
through her teeth, striking the wall and fali- 
ing on the bed. There must have been an- 
other struggle for the possession of the gun. 
He tore it from her grasp, and swinging it 
around his head with both hands clutching the 
barrel, drove the stock against her face with 
terrible force. The blow struck her between 
the forehead and the nose and crushedin her 
skull. Every bone inher face was broken. 
Then with akeen bread knife he stabbed her 
in the neck, cutting out a square section of 
flesh, and finishing with two terrible gashes 
on her throat. 

i Killed the Little Boy. 

Frankie Packwood, a beautiful little golden- 
haired child of five years, was found on the 
floor at the foot of the bed with his throat 
cut. His features had been marred. The 
floors of both rooms were completely covered 
with blood, and the mattress on the bed on 
which Miss Bruce lay was SORBY with gore. 
On the curtains and walls bi was spattered 
thickly. When the neighbors lateron began 
toclean up the premises blood had to be 
carried from the rooms in dippers. It was 
then scooped up in masses and thrown out; 
then the remainder was sop up with cloths, 
and spots were scrubbed and strewn with flour ; 
but even this did not hide the evidence of the 
bloody crime, 

The Fiend Knew the Ground. 

The conviction is growing here that the 
murders at the Packwood house were com- 
mitted by somebody belonging to this néigh- 
borhood, or at least familiar with the prem- 
ises and the surrounding country. All the 
victims had their day clothes on, which shows 
that the crime was committed in the daytime, 
for the household had evidently spent Friday 
night unmolested. The bed had been slept in, 
and the slops were still] standing inthe cham- 
ber jars. batch of yeast dough on the floor 
behind the stove continued to “‘rise’’ till 5 
o'clock p m., andin a pot on the stove was 
ham half boiled in the water, showing that 
the fire must have gone out leaving it so. 

It was 9 o’clock when the negro discovered 
the broken window. It was 10:30 o'clock 
when the neighbors first entered the house. 
One of the women, who washed the bodies 
about noon, says that the backs of Miss Bruce 
and Mrs, were still perceptibly warm,

IS THERE A WOMAN IN THE CASEP 


The Detectives Think It Possible—Other 
Theories Are Advanced, but Noth- 
ing Definite Is Known. 


The Lithonia mystery deepens. 

The disappearance of William B. Summers 
is still unaccounted for, and his whereabouts 
@ mystery. 

Theories were way below par yesterday. 
Every man interested in the disappearance 
had one of his own, but they were a drug 
on the market. 

Was he robbed and murdered? 

If he was, he is now being robbed of 
the honesty that is due him by a great 
many who have been studying the case. 

None of the detectives believe that he has 


been killed. 

All of them believe he is still in the 
land of the living, and they are working 
on that belief. To account for his disap- 
pearance, many bring in a theory of “a 
woman in the case.’ Still others say they 
believe it to be a case of a quiet spree. 
Other suggestions are made, but opinion is 
generally divided between those two theories. 

In There a Woman in It? 

One of the detectives who has been working 
on the case talked freely about the woman 
feature. 

‘‘T have been hunting all day for Su:nmers,’’ 
he said, “‘and I have been trailing a woman. 
There is no reason to think that he has left on 
any other account. Heisa man of ioney, 
his cash bond with the railroad company is 

2,000, and the books and accounts of his office 
are allright. The woman is my clue andI 
am going to follow it.” 

Said a state officer: “Iam going to leave. 
the city tonight, but if I were disposed to 
gamble I would stake $1,000 that I can find 
Bud Summers in forty-eight hours after my 
return. Myclueisa woman andI know ex- 
actly how to work it.” 

Captain Bill Jones doesn’t believe in that 
theory. He has one of his own. 

‘J don’t believe Summers is dead or in- 
jured,”’ he said last night. ‘‘Neither doTI be- 
lieve the woman theory. My theory is that he 
is off on a little spree.”’ 

“But,” interrupted a gentleman present, 
“they say he drinks a little but is not addicted 
to sprees.”’ 

**Well, I know that,’’ continued the detec- 
tive. ‘‘But still he may be thistime. Everv- 
body has to get on a first spree Sum- 
mers is not dead; that is he was not murdered 
for his money. If he had been we certainly 
would have found bis body before this.” 

Hag He Gone to Cincinnati? 

To support this theory it is stated on what 
seems to be good authority that on Saturday 
Summers sent to Atlanta for two tickets to 
Cincinnati. Whether he got them or not does 
not appear. The gentleman who stated that 
this was done said that while he had no means 
of knowing he believed the tickets had been 
secured. Some of the Lithonia people who 
talked yesterday hinted at some particular 
woman, but they were very chary in their 
treatment of this phase of the subject, and 
would mention no names. 

It Was His Moncy. 

One fact developed yesterday was that the 
money Summers had on his body was his own, 
and not that of the railroad company. 

He sent tothe Augusta bank, with which 
he deposited, and drew $600 on Saturday. He 
could not have had on his person more than 
fifty dollars of the company’s money. His 
friends who don’t believe he has gone off vol- 
untarily, cite this in support of their theory, 
saying he could have gotten $20,000 as easily, 
and would have done so if his departure had 
been voluntary. 

Yellow River Dragged. 

Yellow river was dragged for several miles 
yesterday, but no trace of a body could be 
found. 

Every spot of territory in a reasonable dis- 
tance of Lithonia was searched, but not a 
trace or anything could be found that indicated 
a tragedy orevena scuffle. If Summers was 
fouly dealt with, he was knocked down with 
a sandbag and thrown into a wagon and 
hauled away. 

They Closed Up.

The detectives are stili working on the case,

His Sister in Atlanta.

THE ST. NICHOLAS TO BLAME, 


Judge Speer settles an Important Suit in 
Admiralty. 

‘SAVANNAH, Ga., December 1#—[Special. |] 
Judge Speer, in the United States court, 
delivered the long-awaited decision in the St. 
Nicholas case today. As will be remembered, 
the steamer St. Nicholas, on her way to 
Brunswick,crowded with colored excursionista, 
collided with the Tybee bridge on July 20, 
1889. Several persons lost their lives, and a 
number were badly injured. 

Judge Speer gives a careful and elaborate 
review of the incidents leading to the acci- 
dent, and of the injuries inflicted on the libel- 
lants. Theintervenors, he beld, were entitled to 
proceed in the United States court here fora 
distribution of the fund which the receiver of 
the St. Nicholas had provided for the settle- 
ment of all liabilities arising out of the col- 
lision. He also holds that it is the duty of the 
court to entertain the intervention depending 
on death. The court had but little difficulty 
in deciding that the St. Nicholas was responsi- 
ble for the collision. It had no lookout at the 
bow, and approached the bridge at a speed 
which took the vessel out of the control of the 
master. In conclusion, Judge Speer says: 

**On the whole, there can be no doubt what- 
ever, in my opinion, as to the negligence of 
the St. Nicholas, and that the libellants are 
entitled to recover the entire amount of the 
stipulant. A master will be appointed to 
apportion the fund among the libellants, after 
providing for the cost and expenses of the liti- 
gation, and when this report is filed and ap- 
proved, a decree will be entered in accordance 
there with.’’ 


THE MURDERER CONFESSES. 


Coleman Wilson Assumes the Whole Blame 
of the Adkins Murder. 


AvuausTa, Ga., December 14.—|{Special.] 
Coleman Wilson, who, with his haifbrother, 
Elias Wilson, aud Henry Jackson, all negroes, 
was brought here Saturday night from 
Thomson, Ga., for safe keeping on suspicion 
of having murdered Mr. Tice Adkins, the 
old McDuftie county farmer who was found 
murdered in the woods last Tuesday, this 
afternoon confessed to Jailer Collins that he 
alone killed Mr. Adkins. Coleman exoner- 
ated the other two negroes from any connec- 
tion with the crime.

Adkins he dragged him in the woods, and 
buried him beneath the leaves.

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Shall We Purchase Cuba? 

Senator Call has again introduced.a reso- 
lution favoring the purchase of Cuba by the 
United States, 

Periodically this question comes up. It is 
argued that we need Cuba as a military and 
naval base of defensive operations. Then 
it is claimed that the possession of the island 
would be profitable. It is also urged that 
under American rule vigorous sanitary 
measures would stamp out the yellow fever 
and greatly lessen our danger ‘from that 
scourge. Back of all these arguments is 
the national desire for territorial expansion. 

In the course of time Cuba will probably 
come under the stars and stripes. But there 
are many reasons why we should not attempt 
to force annexation. As a Christian nation, 
we cannot go to war with Spain simply be- 
cause she is unwilling to sell her beautiful 
and productive island. We cannot en- 
courage filibustering or insurrectionary 
movements among the Cubans. All that 
we can do is to wait. 

Some day under a democratic administra- 
tion, when our country reaches the height 
of prosperity, Cuba and Canada will clamor 
for annexation, and it may be that there 
will be no question of money involved in 
their acquisition. But our best policy is to 
wait. Just at present we have the negro 
problem, the Indian problem, and several 
white problems on our hands. We are not 
ready to reach out for new territories or 
states peopled by foreigners. Let us get our 
republic in better shape before we add to 
our responsibilities. 


What Policy ? 

The New York World, discussing the 
proper policy for the democrats in congress 
to pursue, refers to the contest of 1899, 
which, it says, was fought squarely on na- 
tional issues—the McKinley tariff, the ex- 
travagance of the Billion-Dollar Congress, 
the force bill, the partisan admission of 
pocket-borough states, the theft of congres- 
sional seats and gag-rule methods of legisla- 
tion. The result of this contest was a total 
majority against the republican administra- 
tion of more than 1,300,000. 

The World says that this result, which 
amounted to a political revolution of extra- 
ordinary proportions, would involve the re- 
peal of the McKinley bill and an entire change 
of the methods of the republicans, if the 
will of the people is to be carried out. ‘‘But,”’ 
says our contemporary, ‘‘politics has been 
defined to be the science of the practicable.’’ 
The house ‘‘cannot repeal the McKinley 
tariff and administration acts, nor the Sher- 
man silver law; itcan only make a demon- 
stration of its wish todo so.’’ The World 
then goes on to suggest that this demonstra- 
tion would carry with it the responsibility of 
all the possible consequences, giving the re- 
publicans an opportunity to charge that the 
democratic party had voted to reimpose the 
tax onsugar, and to throw away whatever 
advantages may be found to flow from the 
so-called reciprocity treaties. ‘‘Would not 
the three-fold menace of disturbance and 
utter uncertainty to the business of the 
country involved in the proposition to repeal 
these laws and provide nothing in their 
stead, injure the party in the doubtful 
states?’ asks The World. ‘‘Have not the 
people a right to ask of the opposition 
party: ‘What is your alternative?’ when it 
proposes an unconditional repeal of the 
three laws which affect most directly and 
vitally the business and finances of the na- 
tion?’ 

It is worth noting that The World itself 
proposes no alternative, and wethink the 
demand for one is, under the circumstances, 
(logical in the extreme. THE ConstTIrTv- 
rion is committed tono particular policy 
save that which seems to be the most pru- 
dent and the most promising. It is difficult, 
in any event, to map out a legislative policy 
which will meet every emergency, but it is 
not difficult for a party to proceed in a man- 
ner emphatic enough to let the country see 
what itis driving at. It is difficult, at this 
stage of the discussion, to conceive of a more 
promising policy than that which demands 
the repeal of legislation against which the 
people have pronounced their verdict—a 
verdict which wrought such a remarkable 
revolution in the house of representatives. 

What policy can be more rational or more 
hopeful than that which proposes to take 
the people at their'word and to proceed on 
the broad lines which they have indicated? 
It would seem to be suggested by both pru- 
fence and common sense. The logic of The 
World, followed in either direction, leads to 
curious results, Before the McKinley acts 
were developed out of the republican desire 
to reward the monoplists and millionaire 
manufacturers, the legislative policy of the 
democratic party was labeled tariff reform, 
and it was a policy that seemed to appeal to 
the people. The tariff that invited reform 
in the interest of the taxpayers was that of 

1883. Owing to various reasons, which need 


not be recited here, the democrats were de- |

It will be rninous 
to the democratic party in 1892, as it was in 
1888, to conform its policy to the demands 
of eastern mugwumpism, or to chase the 
rainbows of the northwest. It should pro- 
ceed along the lines that led to victory in 
New York state last month, and the policy 
of the party in congress should carry it in 
that direction. 


Anarchy in the Northwest. 

It seems that the anarchists of the north- 
west are not all foreigners, nor are they con- 
fined to the slums of the large cities. 

The Farmers’ Voice, an _ influential 
agricultural weekly published in Chi- 
cago, takes up the cause of the set- 
tlers in the Red river valley, North 
Dakota, and advises them to defy the law. 
The case is this: As far back as twenty 
years ago farmers began settling in the rich 
Red river valley. They took out their land 
patents from the government land office, im- 
proved their property, and were happy and 
prosperous until a recent decision of the fed- 
eral supreme court established the title of 
the Great Northern Railway Company to 
60,000 acres of their land, now worth from 
twenty to thirty dollars an acre. 

Under the circumstances there is nothing 
for the farmers to do but to submit. It is 
hard, but the law must rule. This is the 
only view possible for good citizens to hold. 
Men cannot and will not be permitted to 
forcibly resist a decision of the supreme 
court. But The Farmers’ Voice gives the 
Red river settlers some advice on the oppo- 
site line. Ittells them that the decision 
against them, rendered by Justice L. Q. C, 
Lamar, is ‘‘Devil’s law,”’ and that Lamar 
himself is ‘‘a lawyer without ability, and a 
judge without a conscience, whom the plu- 
tocratic corporations forced on the supreme 
bench.”’ Then, after this outrageous insult 
to one of the ablest and purest men that 
ever wore the judicial ermine, the Chicago 
paper makes this frenzied appeal: 

The time has now come to give the plutocratic 
anarchists who have reared a usurping oligarchy 
in this republic, a warning. 

Farmers! If you are not slavish dastards, you 
will make those railway brigands walk over your 
dead bodies before they steal your homes. 

Shed your life blood on your own doorsteps be- 
fore you yield to the thievish tyrants. 

Fight them to the death with Winchester rifle 
and shotgun. , 

Let alesson of Thermopyle2 pass héroism go 
forth from your frozen northland that shall sweep 
over this continent from sea to sea like a wave of 
God’s sunshine. 

Let your sublime example light again the flame 
of liberty which is well nigh dead in the nation. 

Let it be shown that there are still among us 
martyr souls that willlay down their lives that 
freedom and justice may live. 

Remember that— 


‘““Whether on the scaffold high, 
Or in the battle’s van, 

The noblest death that man can die 
Is where he dies for man.”’ 


If our republic is not soon destined to go crash- 
ing down in tumultuous ruin, the great plain peo- 
pie must make demonstration thatthe old revo- 
lutionary spirit still burns within them. 

They must be ready, as their fathers were, 
front the tyrant and fight him to the death. 

If this wicked and foolish advice is fol- 
lowed, its author will be responsible for the 
useless bloodshed that will ensue. Anarchy 
is never more dangerous than when it takes

citizens who assume the right to reverse the 
decisions of courts and resist legal process. 

Sometimes the Jaw works hardships, or 
judges make mistakes, but these must be 
endured along with other misfortunes for 
which there is no remedy. Almost anything 
is better than anarchy. 

Whether the editor of The Farmers’ 
Voice should be prosecuted for his wild talk 
is a question worth considering. He has 
made a criminal use of the freedom of the 
press, and deserves punishment. The best 
way to prevent anarchy is to strike down the 
leaders at the start.

DR. CAMPBELLS LECTURE. 


He Is Met by a Fine Class of Deeply In- 
terested People. 

The biology lectures began auspiciously last 
night. The class that greeted Dr. Campbell 
was as large as that which heard Dr. Boggs last 
Friday night; and the number of questions 
asked at the close of the lecture showed how 
deep a hold the subject had taken on the minds 
of the audience at the outset. 

The lecturer was introduced by President 
Slaton, who stated that Dr. Campbell had 
spent seven years in the study of biology at 
Jobns Hopkins university before undertaking 
to teach, and had been engaged for four 
years as professor of biology in the University 
of Georgia. He further said that Dr. Camp- 
bell studied under Professor Martin, who was 
the pupil and co-laborer of Professor Huxley in 
biology. Mr. Slaton honored him more, how- 
ever, because of his work at the University of 
Georgia. 

Dr. Campbell began with a definition of 
his subject, throwing in a word or two_of his- 
tory as he went along. Then came a descrip- 
tion of the methods pursued in this subject 
as illustrated. by Huxiey’s demonstration of 
the circulation of the blood. 

The lecturer then began the serious work of 
the course with one of the lowest forms of life. 
He spent the rest of the evening talking about 
the little yeast cells that cause fermentation. 
With diagrams on the blackboard be made the 
subject clear in its minute details, and it was 
found that there was more in yeast fermenta- 
tion than the housekeeper ever dreamt of. 
The hour seemed short, and the professor held 
the close attention of his audience. 

The outline of the lecture is given in the 
brief syllabus. The illustrations and explana- 
tions were the flesh and biood of this skeleton, 
without which its full interestdoes not appear, 
but the syllabus shows the ground gone over. 
It is as follows: 

1. Bioiogy defined. Its object is the discovery 
of natural laws governing living things. One 
method common to all science. Natural laws are 
discovered and confirmed by the processes of, (1) 
observation or experiment; (2) induction; (3) de- 
duction; (4) verification. Illustrations. Subdi- 
visions of subject. ' 

2. Fermentation—known in @arly times, Many 
Sweet substances, as fruit juices, ferment spon- 
taneously. Phenomena—carbon dioxide is given 
off; fluid becomes cloudy; stops spontaneously ; 
lees settle to bottom ; alcohol present; sweet taste 
lost. 

3. Fermentation due to something from outside. 
Experiment to show this. Boiiin — fer- 
mentation. Lees added to fresh fluid caused ac- 
tive fermentation. 

4. Microscope shows yeast to be present. This 
discovered by Leeuwenhoek in 1680. He thought 
it was starch rearranged. One hundred and fifty 
years later Dela Tour and Schwan and Kutzing 
established the views at present held. 

4. Yeast consists of cells one-seven-thousandth 
to one-two-thousandth inch in diameter. Each 
cell has its wall and contents, the former rigid 
and the latter shapeless. Arrangement of cells 
in chains. Budding, growth. 

6. Yeast is a living thing, becauseit feeds and 

rows. Its activity depends on temperature. 

tapidity of alcohol formation varies at same rate. 
Boiling and freezing kill yeast. Effect of light. 

7. Nature of fermentation. De la Tour thought 
decomposition was the result of vital activity. 
Liebig thought that sugar was shaken by yeast into 
alcohol and earbon dioxide. Pasteur showed that 
yeast cannot livein a fluid which does not con- 
tain every element found in yeast, and that some 
suyar is used as foud ailsu. 

x. Yeast can Jive without sugar, butis very in- 
active. It does not need sugar if oxygen is abun- 
dant. Respiration. 

9% When food is scarce, endogenous division 
may take place. — 

10. Yeast is foundinthe air, hence can stand 
drying up.

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A CRAZY PRDDLER 


Who Proved a Decidedly Unwelcome 
Guest to An Oxford Farmer. 


DECIDED INSANE IN ATLANTA YESTERDAY 


Persecuted tin Russia, He Thought He 
Was Going to Receive the Same 
Treatment in America. 


One of the Jews who were exiled from Rus- 
sia is Jacob Rosengarden, a man about thirty 
years of age. 

Yesterday he was before Ordinary Calhoun 
and a commission de lunatico enquirendo. 

The writ was sworn out by Mr. Henry Wolfe, 
who was one of the witnesses. Half a dozen 
Russian Jews were in court. Most of them 
found itard to speak English, and an inter- 
preter was brought into requisition. 

The first witness was Rosengarden’s oldest 
brother, who has been a pedd'er in Georgia for 
several years. He gave an account of the 
prisoner’s insane actions. Up toa few weeks 
ago he was of sound mind, and could attend to 
business intelligently, but lately he has shown 
distinct indications of mental aberration, his 
idiosyncrasies assuming a curious phase. 

He is impressed with the idea that the ne- 
groes have sworn to murder him, and he is in 
abject fear of them all the time. 

‘A few days ago he jumped into a deep well. 
Two negroes went down and drew him out. 

On another occasion—this time down near 
Oxford—he armed himself with a pistol and 
took possession of his brother’s room in the 
house where they were stopping for 
the night. He locked the door and 
defied anybody to enter. Then he 
began shootivg through a hole in the door. He 
had a box of cartridges, and did not cease 
firing untiLhe had exhausted all his ammuni- 
tion. In all he fired, so.the witnesses said, 
about one hundred shots. 

A jury was impaneled, with Dr. Van Goidt- 
snoven as foreman. 

Aftera short while it was decided that 
Rosengarden was non compos mentis. 

He was committed to Fulton county jail, 
where he will receive good attention. It was 
brought out in the testimony that the prisoner 
had attempted to kill himself, and had 
wounded himself very seriously in the breast. 

Late yesterday afternoon the county phy- 
sician examined this wound, and found it to 
be a dangerous aud painful one. 


The Shooting Feature. 

Oxrorp, Ga,, December 14.—[{Special.]— 
Quite a disturbance was raised this morning 
about two miles from here near Yellow river. 
A peddier of the Wandering Jew type ap- 
proached a farmer’s dwelling and asked per- 


‘mission to spend the night. The request being 


granted, the guest immediately retired, being 
fatigued with a long day’s journey on foot. 

Morning came but it did not arouse the ped- 
dler. A servant was sent to inform him that 
breakfast was ready, but to his astonishment, 
he was warmly received with a shower of bul- 
lets from the stranger. By this time the host 
was summoned and treated likewise. 

The curious man held the house. An 
investigation developed the fact that 
he had two _ large-caliber pistols by his 
side and defied anybody to approach him. 
Evidently he was insane as he could not be 
calmed by any measure, The whole neigh- 
borhood was alarmed at his strange actions. 
Finally a plan was hit upon. Mr. Boorstein, 
a Jew in Covington, was sent for. He arrived 
and by much persuasion his demented country- 
man was drawn from his room, but as soon as 
out he madly rushed back and began firing at 
the walls around the room. At length he was 
overcome and bound by those present and 
carried to Covington. ee the struggle the 
unwelcome guest shot himself, making only a 
flesh wound.

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WOMAN'S INDUSTRIAL UNION. 


It Is Decided to Turn Over the Property of 
the Union to the Home for the Friendless. 
The Woman’s Industrial Union held an im- 

portant meeting yesterday afternoon at the 

Young Men's library. 

A resolution was passed offering the school 
property, at the corner of Ivy and Harris 
streets, to the Home for the Friendless, in lieu 
of the $3,000 cash subscription pledged at the 
organization of the home. 

The conditions of the transfer are that the 
industrial school shall be perpetuated in the 
new home, and that the institution shall be 
known hereafter as the ‘‘Home for the Friend- 
less and Industrial School.”

CONSTITUTION OFFICE, 
ATLANTA, December 14, 1891, 
Notes. 
Indications point to a decided revival in the iron in- 
flustry beginning with the New Year. 


The Iron Age reports the placing for orders for some 
10,000 new freight cars for spring delivery, and this 
alone will consume a vast quantity of metal. 


From six to eight tons of iron are required for each 
car: and, estimating at the lower figure—six tons per 
car—we find a certain demand for 60,000 tons. 


Following this will come other car orders, orders for 
structural iron and large quantities of rails. 


The south is greatly interested in these matters, and 
they lend an encouraging feature to the New Year. 


A little more than $500,000 gold was received from 
abroad last week, but the partial cessation of grain 
exports, coupled with the interest payments we must 
make abroad January Ist, have advanced the price of

THE NEW YORK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
: Exchange. 

NEW YORK, December 14.—The stock market today 
was not active, and in the general list little improve- 
ment in its temper was to be seen, but, while the list 
was subjected to a heavy bear pressure in the forenoon, 
by which Northern Pacific preferred, andfsome,others, 
were depressed materially, a vigorous rally later in 
the day ended with a large advancein many of the 
leading stocks and lifted the whole list to a level frac- 
tionally better than that of Saturday’s close. Strength 
in the market was marked in many of the prominent 
shares which have halted somewhat of late, among 
which New York Central, Missouri Pacific, Rock 
Island and Sugar were most conspicuous, but Man- 
hattan, Wheeling’ and Lake’ Prie preferred, Lake 
Shore and Union Pacific were also specially strong at 
times. The market was irregular at the opening, first

way, and, while there was no pronounced tone to deal- 
ings in thejgeneral list,an advancing tendency was to be 
noted until the pressure upon Northern Pacific pre- 
ferred, which was forced off from 67% to 6654, weak- 
ened the whole list, though no material concessions 
outside of one stock mentioned, occurred. At the 
lowest prices, however, considerable support was seen 
in stock, “supposed to come from covering opera- 
tions. The declaration of the Rock Island dividend 
became known at noon, and that stock started on a 
rapid upward turn, rising from 845, to 865;, while its 
activity became very pronounced and awakened the 
entire market intolife, aided bya sudden spurt in 
New England from 37% to 39. The former weakness 
in such stocks as Chicago Gas, New York Central and 
Burlington immediately disappeared and an upward 
movement became general, everything responding to 
the stimulus.

Cahn & Co.’s Stock Letter. 
By Private Wire to Youngblood & Haas. 

NEW YORK, December 14.—The Rock Island divi- 
dend was the all-absorbing topic today. The direct- 
ors met at 11 o’clock, without giving any previous 
notice of their intention to meet, and after a short 
session decided to pay l per cent dividend, and also 
showing over 8'4 per cent earned for the past six 
months. The declaration of the increased dividend 
was rumored on the exchange shortly after the open- 
ing, but it found few believers, as the majority ex- 
pected the dividend to be but 4 per cent; but when 
the official news came of the raising of the dividend 
the shorts scrambled over each other in their efforts 
to recover their stocks previously sold. This put 
Rock Island up 2 per cent and gave the rest of the 
market an incentive, of which the different bull 


cliques took advantage to raise the general market. 
The new phase of the ticker war did not interfere 
with business. The Gold and Stock refuses to ac- 
cede to the demands of the stock exchange, and the 
courts have already been resorted to. The room 
traders are, as a unit, bullish on the market, and un- 
less Europe sells stocks tomorrow they will do ev ery- 
thing in their power to advance prices.

NEW YORK, December 14—[Special.] — A large 
amount of misinformed criticism has of late been di- 
rected toward operations in future contracts by dis- 
satisfied holders of cotton. The assumption has been 
that the existence of the machinery making such deal- 
ings possible has at the same time made it practicable 
to depress values unnaturally. Such a view is plainly 
the result of ignorance, The system of trading in 
future contracts greatly broadens a market, and its 
natural result is to retard the progress of any decline, 
as & constantly w dening circle of purchasers is bror ght 
in at each recession of values. The stock of cotton ,in 
New York warehouses today is 257,729 bales, against 
47,924 bales last year. This accumulation is caused 
by the fact that outside investors, resorting to the pur- 
chase of future contracts at present prices as an in- 
vestment, keep our market relatively the highest ic 
the world, and the probability seems to be that this 
demand will cause a constant accumulation here. In- 
stead, therefore, of acting as a depressant system of 
trading in future contracts is really an adyantage to 
the producer, as it gives him a wider market and 
tends to minimize the chance of sadden fluctuations. 

The Liverpool market bad advanced 2-64d by 1 o'clock 
today, closing quiet at slight recession from the high- 


est figures touched. and an average of 1@2 points im- 


provement on Saturday. The surprise felt over this 
rather unexpected display of strength in Liverpool re- 
sulted in an opening advance of about 4 points here, 
but another day of relatively large receipts, followed 
by predictions from New Orleans that 28,000 would ar- 
rive there tomorrow, weakened the market, and Jan- 
uary contracts sold at 7.75, 2 points under the lowest 
figures reached. From Liverpool and from New Or- 
leans rumors reach us to the effect that Messra. Neill 
Bro’s will tomorrow publish an estimate of 8,100,000 
bales, which is 300,009 bales in excess of their previous

THE GOVERNOR LEFT YESTERDAY, 


And Will Be Absent Until Friday or Sat- 
urday Next—A Condemned Mur- 
derer Is Respited. 


The grip has struck the convict camps at 
Cole City like a tidal wave. 

It is epidemic there, andif the number of 
cases increase at the rate reported yesterday, 
the whole camp of 592 convicts will bein 
the hospital under treatment. 

The situation is becoming serious, and the 
hospital accommodations will not be sufticient 
if the disease spreads much more. 

Dr. O’Daniels, principal physician of the 
penitentiary, left last night for the convict 
camps, and he will remain there until the 
disease is conquered. He received a telegram 
yesterday from Dr. K. H. Davis, the ply- 
sician in charge at Cole City, stating 
that the grip was becoming general in the 
camps. Thirty-five new cases were reported 
at the hospital yesterday. . 

Dr. O’ Daniels and his assistants will do all 
in their power to arrest the progress of the epi- 
demic. 

The Governor Leaves. 

Governor Northen left yesterday morning 
for Biakely, Early county, where 
he will speak today. Captain 
Bradwell, who intended accompanying 
him, could not do so, on account of sickness in 
his family. 

The governor will probably be absent from 
the city until Saturday. From Blakely he 
goes to Macon to attend the meeting of the 
executive cammittee of the world’s fair move- 
ment tomorrow. Thursday he will accompany 
the ladies of the board of visitors to the Nor- 
mal and Industrial college at Milledgeville. 
The governor and the ladies will be nicely 
entertained at Milledgeville, and a banquet is 
spoken of. 

He May Not Hang. 

But for the signature of Governor Northen, 
appended to an executive order, James Gra- 
ham would have hanged in Bulloch county 
next Friday. 3 

Now Graham may not hang at all. 

A respite was granted by the governor yes- 
terday, and the date of the execution was 
fixed at January 15, 1892. 

Before that time, however, the sentence 
may be commuted to imprisonment for life. 
The brief respite was granted so as to allow 
Graham's friends further opportunity to make 
application for pardon, as it was shown 
that the solicitor genera! had expressed a wi!l- 
ingness during the trial to accept a verdict of 
guilty with recommendation to mercy.

A NEGRO RAVISHER 
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Secures the Name of His Victim to a Peti- 
tion for Clemency. 
McDonovau, Ga., December 14.—[Special.] 
John Barry, colored, whoisin jail convicted 
of the offense of rape on Miss Ann Dun, of 
this county, will be hanged next Friday. 
He was tried, found guilty, and sentenced to 


death. His attorneys asked for a new trial, 


aud Judge Boynton refused it. His case was 
carried to the supreme court and the decision 
of the lower court was afiirmed. Atthe last 
term of October court Judge Boynton resen- 
tenced Barry to hang on the 18th day of De- 
tember. 

There is a petition being circulated to have 
the negro's sentence changed to life imprison- 
ment. 

The Lady’s Name Signed to It. 

There is a difference of sentiment among 
the people about the petition. It appears 
that Miss Dun, the lady who was assaulted 
by Barry, has affixed her signature to the 
petition, and it has been certified to by Mr. 
Pair, the clerk of the superior court. Mr. 
Pair, however, refused to sign the petition, 
after talking with the lady. Miss Dun lives 
with Mr. Ben Love. She says that she did 
hot reaiize what she was doing when she 
tigned the petition, and she is calling on her 
lriends to suppress it. 

In that petition there isan expression of a 
possibility of adoubt. She says that there has 
sever been a doubt.with her asto the negro’s 
yuilt, and that she desires the negro to pay the 
penalty of the law. 

Guilty of the Same Offense. 
It is reported that Barry had committed the 
fame offense in Butts county previous to his 
assault on Miss Dun. Public opinion differs as 
to the absolute identity of the negro. Some 
believe and have signed the petition believing 
at she could have been mistaken about 
Barry being the negro. Others have signed 
that are opposed to capital punishment, while 
latge number signed the paper believing that a 
t wasthe expressed wish of Miss Dun that 
the negro should not hang.

The Waterworks Officials Show You 
How to Do It, 


AND SAY THE METERS ARE RIGHT. 


There Are Many Complaints of Overcharge 
in Water Bills, and the Officials 
Wantto Stop Them. 


The waterworks office atthe city hall bas 
been thronged with a peculiar class of visitors 
of late who annoy the clerks considerably. 

*T want to know how my water bill comes 
to be so high,’’ they begin—‘‘I believe that 
crazy old meter leaks anyhow,” most of them 
add in conclusion. 

A number of these put a third question: 
‘Say, do those instraments really measure the 
amount of water used? Is there sure enough 
a regular way to read them ?”’ 

For the benefit of these and the relief of the 
water office, Taz CONSTITUTION gives some 
explanations: 

The best class of water meters, such as are 
employed in Atlanta, are absolutely accurate. 
Water is practically incompressible, and con- 
sequently the meter registers only the volume 
of flow, whether it be fast or slow, under 
pressure or without it. 

It is not possible for the 
in the city to get out of gear 
and register more water than  actu- 
ally passes through them. On the contrary, if 
they clog up, one of two things is possible; the 
water flows through freely without being reg- 
istered, or only imperfectly so, and the con- 
sumer is bound to get much more water than 
he has to pay for. 

The only other false gauging it can make 
is where the chambers become worn 
and a larger volume of water is passed 
than the meter’ registers. This error 
in worn machines. sometimes reaches 
againof 25 per cent for the consumer. Here 
again he may get more water than his machine 
Calls for. 


meters used 


But as for the meter registering more water 
than actually passes through it to turn its 
wheels and mark the record, that, it is claimed, 
is absolutely impossible. As Superintendent 
Richards says, ‘‘it is as impossible for the 
meter to register water in excess as it is to fill 
a jug full tothe neck with water and then 
cork it without a waste.”’ 

The city of Boston water commission in 1888 
conducted a series of interesting scientific ex- 
periments on the use and accuracy of the vari- 
ous water meters. About three months were 
employed at it, some thirty-three machines 
were tested, the best scientific men conducted 
the experiments and thousands of dollars were 
expended to ascertain the truth. 

Some of the machines were _  abso- 
lutely worthless, some were indifferent, but 
the better balf of them, including the Hersey, 
Crown, Worthington and Union motor ma- 
chines, all of which are used in Atlanta, were 
declared absolutely accurate. A new one 
—the improved Thompson—has come out 
since then, which is equally reliable aad more 
durable than the others, and it is also being 
adopted here. 

All of these meters 
system of working, employing six discs, 
with an indicator for each. These 
discs are of different denominations, 
graduated on the decimal scale, so that 
acomplete revolution of the indicator on any 
lower disc registers just one-tenth of a revolu- 
tion on the disc next higher in denomination. 

The cut with this article shows the counter 
of all the meters used in Atlanta. It registers 
subic feet—one cubic foot being seven and 
one-haif United States gallous—and is read in 
the same way as the counters of gas meters. 

The systew of reading 1s simple if once com- 
prehended. Ifa pointer be between two fig 
ures the smailer one must always be 
taken. When the pointer is so near 
a® figure that it seems to indicate 
that figure exactly, look at the dial next 
below it in number;if the pointer there has 
passed 0, then the count. should be read for 
that figure. Let it be supposed that the point- 
prs stand as in the above engraving, they then 
read 28,187 cubic feet. The tiguresare omitted 
from the dial marked ‘‘one,’’ because they 
represent but tenthsof one cubic foot, and 
hence are unimportant. Froin dial marked 
"10," we get 7; from the next, marked ‘'100,” 
we get 8; from the next, marked 
**1,000,", we get the figure 1; from 
the next, marked ‘ 10,000,” the figure 8; 
from the next, marked ‘100,000,”’ the figure 2. 
The method will be the same for any other 
quantity. 

By learning this system you can keep up with 
your water supply, tind out possible leaks, and, 
f you doubt the accuracy of the water col- 
lector, see if he counts perfectly correctiy. 

This benefit which accrues froin watching 
leakage is more important than one would sup- 
poge. By watching the dial marked ‘‘10’’ on 
the meter, if there is any loss by leakage at all, 
when ail other fawcets on the premises are 
stopped, this indicator will clearly show it by 
its movements like the second hand on a watch 
dial. Thus, bad leaks may often be discov- 
ered and remedied in time to save exorbitant 

water bills.
